‘Yue January number of The Imperial 
and Asiatic Quarterly Review opens 
with an article, headed “India and 
China,” by no less an authority than 
Mr. Alexander Michie. 'The editor of 
the Review calls it & note an “ad- 
mirable article,” but it seems to us 
to be very inconclusive. We should 
gather that the editor of the Review is 
strongly in favour of au alliauce between 
England and China : he says himself in 
the note previously referred to:—" We 
trust that the Chinese Minister in Lon- 

. will be able to cement an, 
alliance between this country and China 
which, being based on commercial con- 
siderations, shall outlive the impending 
fluctuations of political parties in Eng- 
land :” but that Mr. Michie realises, as 
we have ourselves pointed out hereto- 
fore, and as every one who knows the 
country must feel, that while it is 
possible to make treaties with China 
and get them observed by the aid of 
constant vigilance, China is much too 
gelatinous for auy power to be able to 
make an offensive and defensive alliance

Russia, it is agreed, is the dangerous 
power in Asia, and “political watch- 
dogs like Sir Charles Dilke” therefore 
recommend an alliance between India 
and China against Russia. This would 
no doubt be a very good thing for 
China, who of it were made could rely 
on India’s assistance when it was wanted; 
and this is certain, notwithstanding Mr. 
Michie’s unpatriotic sneer: “Awalliance 
with Great Britain would be a rotten 
stick for avy power to lean upon, with 
the new democracy compelling ministers 
to expose their hand every afternoon at 
4& o'clock, to say nothing of the con- 
flicting views uf the great political 
parties.” No democracy ever com 
a Minister to show his hand, when he can 
assures it that the circumstances demand 
secrecy, and in all the fluctuations of 
party government, our foreign policy is 
marvellously continuous. What Lord 
Salisbury promises Lord Rosebery will 





rform and vice versd. The habit of 
jetting the public know from day to 
day what is going on has never weak- 
ened the’ foreign policy of the United 
States. But we agree with Mr. Michie 
entirely in what he says as to an‘alliance 
with China, There is no one in China 
to make an alliance with. The Em- 
peror is a name, and there are. 10 
Ministers in the ordinary sense of the 
word, though there is a de facto Foreign 
Minister, Li Huug-chang Why not 
then make a treaty of alliance with 
Li? Mr. Michie says it is because 
our ministers have consistently ignored 
Li, and forced the Chinese government 
to deal with them at Peking, and be- 
cause our government has never taken 
the pains which some other Powers 
have done to select their Consuls 
to Tientsin with special regard to the 
diplomatic requirements of the post.” 
‘The real fact is, and we cannot doubt 
that our government knows it, that 
while Li looms very large to residents in 
‘Yientsin, and Jays himself out to specially 
impress the globe trotters who see him 
ana go home to describe him as the 
Bismarck of China, he is very far from 
being the government of China, Among 
the great Viceroys, he is primus inter 
pares: but just as he refused to come 
tothe assistance of the southern Viceroys 
in the Franco-Chinese war, they would 
probably refuse to come to his assis- 
tance if the Russianscrossed thenorthern. 
frontier of China, If.we made a treaty 
of alliance with Li and were assisting 
him against Russia in the north, it is 
quite on the cards that we might be at 
the same time fighting the Viceroy at 
Canton over some infraction of treaty 
in the south. No Power could make 
an offensive and defensive alliance with 
such a gelatinous organisation as thi 

Mr. Michie goes on to say that. stil 
there are people who value an alliance 
with China for the defence of India so 
highly that they would make any 
sacrifices to secure it. And what he 
writes as to this is so true, if not new, 
that we must make rather a long quota- 
tion. He says :-— 

“Now, whatever may be the value of 
the good opinion of China, the way to 
secure it is certainly uot the way of 
weakness, butof strength. ‘The Chinese 
are themselves too great adepts in the 
art of cajoling to be in the’ ‘enst im- 
pressed by the tactics of flattery when 
practised on them by others. Their 

















experience of foreign Powers would have 
taught them, if their. own traditions 
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lad not, that-exvessive conciliation does 
not go with strength. But the two 
qualities supremely ueedinl in an ally 
are strength and fidelity.

‘The fact of a 
British Admiral (Richards) passing twice 
through, Tientsia without paying the 
usual courtesy to the great Viceroy, 
was a real mortification to that poten- 
tate, who had been accustomed to have 
everything made smooth for him; aud 
he now begins to perceive that, though 
willing to help in an honourable way, 
the British Government is uot a power 
to be trifled p. Were the Foreign 
Office as tenacions of its diguity as the 
Aduiralty, the obstacles to a per-ect 
understanding with China would be in 
a fair way of removal.”

Of course they are the men | 
most spoken of and looked up to in! 
each province. If things go wroug theirs | 
is the blame and when there is prospe- 
rity it is they who are praised. As a 
rule the opinion of Peking and that of 
the people agree. When the Emperor 
praises a Viceroy the people aud the 
newspapers praise him too. If the Em- 
peror punishes him the people blame him 
too. But the newspapers do not like to 
blame a mau in authority. hey think 
it not prudent or becoming. When a 
Viceroy or Governor reads the morning 
aper he finds pleasant things said of 
him, Unkind things are not said, But 
though it is so, they go about from mouth 
to mouth and ‘bird of the air will carry 
the matter. ‘I'he Emperor when he 
blames, blames without stint. It is not 
unbecoming for him to do so. Not so 
the newspapers. It is proper for them 
to do nothing more than print imperial 
decrees aud mention facts. ‘hey cannot 
jein in the outery against an uusuccess- 
ful officer. ‘Nhe press in China cannot 
at present rise to be a fourth estate, 
because officialdom does not allow real 
independence. Such is the present state 
of things. ‘The native newspapers take 
the side of the Viceroys and Governors, 
and a real opposition press which would 
from party motives persistently blame 
men in bigh posts is not in existence 
and is at present impracticable. 

Last year the riots brought into pro- 
mineuge the qualities of Shén, Governor 
of Anhui and acting Viceroy, and of Liu 
the present Viceroy. Shén had just given 
over charge, when the riot broke out 
at Wuhu. ‘The riot originated, so sone 
accounts stid, through the stopping of 
pensions hitherto paid at Nanking to old 
Hunan soldiers. [t is difficult to main- 
tain a system of charity such as this was, 
The deceased Viceroy thought he could 
do so and used public subscription 
funds for this purpose. Governor Shén, 
when he succeeded to his post tempo- 
rarily, saw that the principie of pensions 
was wrong and would have stopped them 
atonce. Yet the last Viceroy had only 
lately died, and respect. to his memory 
delayed Shén in carrying into effect a 
new policy. Besides ie was ouly acting 
Viceroy. But when Viceroy Liu came 
he acted on direct orders from 
Peking, aud decided at once to stop the 
issue of the pensions. He had a design

Also his reforms in the constabulary 
service are highly commended, and his 
appointment of General Lung to have 
charge of the SaltPreventiveServiee. By 
givinghim eucouragementand increasing 
his authority he made the service more 
efficient, so that it succeeded in putting 
down much local piracy. Many men 
who led the life of bandits soon return- 
ed through the influence of the new 
system to honest labour. By adopting 
this course Governor Kang has secured 
general approval as an able and vigorous 
official. ‘The population was relieved 
from the alarm caused by robberies and 
could sleep at night in peace. 

Avother official who has secured 
great praise in the newspapers for his 
vigour is the Viceroy of Chihli. ‘The 
late disturbances at Chaoyang called 
for prompt energy and it was by prompt 
energy that the incipient rebellion there 
was quelled. By massing troops from 
two different directions the insurgents 
were put down ina month, ‘Ihe march 
of troops was aimed at Chaoyang aud 
the strategy was successful. Generals 
Ting and Yi Kuan deserve much credit 
for their success, which was due to speed 
and caution iu the management of 
teoops. The Mongol princes suffered 
severely from their position. The 
fertile valleys of this part of Mongolia 
are divided among them, and Chinese 
cultivators of the soil pay them rents. 
‘These princes have their own clansmen 
to protect them and keep the peace, 
but they are, as this short period of re- 
bellion shows, unable to cope with re- 
bels who numbered their adherents by 
the thousand. ‘The sect of the Golden 
Elixir attacked them as well as the 
Catholic Christians. It is thus shown 
that the Golden Elixir sect, which also 
exists in Shantung and Chihli, is capable 
of becoming very dangerous to the 
public peace. An insurrection in which 
the killed were more than ten thousand 
is vot a small matter. Yet how quick- 
ly it was done! ‘he Chinese therefore 
praise Li Hung-chang highly for his 
strategy. He has proved that at pre- 
sent rebellion has no chance in China 
and he has added greatly to the go-

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THE METHODS. AND, MOTIVES OF 
CHINESE SUICIDE: 
0th March. 

In is strange in this prosaic China how 
thin the veil is that divides. the living 
from the deal. Perhaps missiv 
have not made enough of th most 
instinctive perception of immortality hy 
their would-be converts ; possibly they 
olject to certain of its developments. 
For if mau is by nature good, as the 
San-tze-ching atinms, kuei—or wan at- 
i—is too often the reverse. 
Auei is both malicious and 
ious, and unless properly treated 
\y prove a source of smmoyznee and 
expense to his relatives still in the flesh, 
From this peculiarity of his, two results 
naturally follow: the Awei is properly 
treated—that is, he gets his allowauce 
and more than his allowance of paper 
money and prostrations ; and a fixed 
conviction forms itself in the wind of 
jevery observant youth that next to 
Ibeing a mandarin in this world it is 
‘best to be a Awei in the next.  Particu- 
{larly is the lesson taken to heart by the 
jdanghters of the family. hey have 
{no chance of becoming mandarins, but 
|they can at any time become huei, 
and haunt their amothers-in-law | or 
‘other objectionable personages. Not 
only indeed will those personages be 
vexed by ghostly visitations, but they 
are placed in peril of the law, 'I'o drive 
‘another to commit suicide is a capital 
afieuce in’ China, and to be acquitted 
of a capital charge is almost as bad as 
to be couvicted, so ruivously expen 
lis it. Where the suicide has ev 
jso much his, or her, own way, it is not 
lto be wondered at that Selo-de-se “is 
| popular. Statistics of course are not 
| forthcoming—they never are in this 
| land of ch‘a-pu-to, ‘ there or thereabouts’ 
| —but some idea of the exceeding pre- 
‘valence of the practice can be yathered 
tes. ‘Ihe

cular Chinese characteristic to note 
{every case of self-slanghter reported to 
the throne, Still in the nineteen or 
twenty years during which their trans- 
lations have appeared in our columns 
Jenough of such cases have been noted 
to. draw conclusions sufficiently sound 
concerning the methods and motives of 
Chinese snicide. : 

Out of sixty-seven instances in which 
the method of the act is described, 28 
are ascribed to poison, 14 to hanging, 
11 to drowning, 9 to cutting or stab- 
bing, 2 to starvation, and one each to 
shooting, leaping from a height, and 
dashing the head against a wall, ‘The 
poison in seven cases is stated to be 
opium, and in six to be gold in some 
form. One woman poisoned herself with 
brine, another with face powder. Of 
the remaining ten or eleven cases one 
is set down to arsenic, the others to 
“poison” generally, Opium is deserv- 
edly popular, as it easily .procured—a 
‘soldier sentenced to be flogged swallows 
some “left over from last night’s euter- 
taiumeut,’"—comparatively paiuless, aud 
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not too quick in its effects. Its merits 
in this last respect will- be best appre- 
ciated when we consider that in quite 
one-third of Chinese suicides the object 
of the actor is to make things upplea- 
~ gant for somebody else, and that the 
most effective way of doing this is to 
die in that somebody's house under 
suspicious” circumstances. Sometimes 
this amiable design is inconsiderately 
frustrated by the foreign doctor and his 
stomach pump, and the possi 
ever remote, of such a fiasco must be 
put to the debit of opium. As for gold, 
it may be remembered how fierce a 
controversy raged a decade or so ago 
suong sinolognes as to the possibility 
of committing suicide by its means.

Others retorted that us a 
matter of fact, Chinese obviously bent 
on suicide did actually swallow gold, 
and that if gold were not a poison in 
Enrope it might possibly be a poison in 
China, The truth of course is that the 
Chinese who elect this peculiar method 
of suicide use as a rule not gold but 
gold leaf, Several layers of the foil are 


thrust down the throat, and in due course ; 


stop, so the natives say, the orifices 
of the heart. Still it is exceedingly 
curious to findin the Peking Gazette two 
cases-—out of the seven recorded—in 
which the material used was undoubtedly 
gold, in the one instance “liquid gold” 
and iv the other “a gold ring.” ‘That 
there might be no doubt of the result 
of the ring-swallowing, the memorialist 
adds “and at the age of 34 she thus 
sacrificed her life on the altar of con- 
jugal virtue.” On the other hand gold 
leaf is not always efficacious, A daughter 
of Kno Sung-t'ao, the first Chinese 
Minister to Great Britain, was married 
to a nephew of Tso 'Tsung-t'ang. “ Her 
husband falling ill she cut flesh from 
her arm and mixed it with his medicine, 
but her heroism was unrewarded, as the 
sick man gradually sank and died, His 
widow abstained from food and swallow- 
ed gold leaf, which however did not 
Kall her ; and she finally yielded to the 
prayers of her friends and consented to 
live. Her heart however was always 
with her deceased husband till at the 
age of 28 she contracted an ailment 
and, refusing all medicine, shortly ex- 
pired.” ‘I'he same memorial contains a 
eulogy on a sister of the Marquis ‘Tseng 
who was married to a brother of the 
other heroine. He too died and she 
“attempted her own life, first by swallow- 
ing gold leaf, and afterwards by refusing 
all food ; at last she consented to live 
for the sake of her children.” When 
her father-in-law was made Minister at 
St. James's, she “ managed his propert; 
and household during his abochen ant 
after a life of great usefulness died in 
her 37th year.” 

Starvation is a common device of the 
disconsolate widow, or the widow who 
wishes ‘to appear disconsolate. It is 
probable that she very often “consents 
to live;” it is also probable that in 

















many instance her brothers-in-law are 
responsible for the starvation. Two 
cases are recorded in the Gazette where 
the performance was carried too far 
and the widow died. “She took her 
husband’s death so much to heart that 
at first she tried to starve herself to 
death. She was dissuaded from this, 
but remained rigid and sleepless day 
and night nevertheless, When the 
coffin was to be taken to the native 
place of the deceased, she asked to 
accompany it, and on its arrival there 
took oath that she would follow her 
husband in death, praying her friends 
not to withstand her. She died in eleven 
days by starving herself.” 

Suicide by gold leaf or starvatior 
would seem to be confined to females, 
whereas, if we may judge by the records 
in the Gazette, death by cutting or 
stabbing is resorted to by men only. 
‘The usual method is to cut the throat 
as one army officer did in 1872, who 
“fled at the first alarm of insurrection 
and then cut his throat in order to 
escape the punishment of his cowardice.” 
‘Twice, if not three times, the stabbing 
took a form curiously resembling the 
Jupanese Harakiri. 'Yhat this shape is 
unusual if not unpopular may be infer- 
red from a remark made by a son of 
ove of the suicides, who “refused to 
believe that his father would seek death 
by such means.” One exceedingly crude 
variation of-Harakiri was adopted by 
a prisoner who, “taking advantage of a 
moment of liberty, cut his abdomen 
open with a piece of an old brass gong 
and died.” Shor is, as might be 
expected, an innovation, for only a 
highly accomplished acrobat could de- 
signedly kill himself with a gingal 
or a bow and arrow. ‘The only in- 
stance, indeed, of shooting occurs in 
1886, when a likin officer shot him- 
self with a revolver. Speaking of 
the English, the mandarin whose 
‘Desultory Notes’ we reproduced some 
short time since said, it may be remem- 
bered, that “their methods of suicide 
are most startling—they fling them- 
selves from a height, or lie down before 
an approaching train.” ‘The inference 
is that such methods are unknown in 
China. Opportunities for suicide by 
rail have been of course rare ; still one 
man at least availed himself of the too 
brief chance afforded by the running of 
the Woosung train. (Concerning this, 
by the way, the Gazette is silent), 
As for the precipice procedure, there is 
a graphic account of one such in 1872. 
“She then, with her nurse and female 
attendant, ascended thirteen stairs, and 
looking first towards the west where her 
mother’s coffin lay, and then towards 
the south, in the direction of her father’s 
residence, she sorrowfully made three 
inclinations, and then threw herself 
down. Those who were below in vain 
tushed forward to save her. They only 
saw her with her cheek resting upon the 
ground, and then she passed away, with 
a smile upon her countenance.” Ought 
we to smile too? 
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THE MARCH OF DEMOCRACY.

‘Twe maxim that le who insists on 
being heard will succeed at last is as 
old at least as. the parable of ‘The 
Unjust Judge. Of course, it is not 
universally true, which no maxims are: 
the voice of one crying in the wilderness: 
has no one to hear it; and the person 
or abuse attacked must be capable of” 
impression, for it is hard for men to- 
kick against the pricks, ‘he cireum- 
stances, that is, must be favourable ; 
and they are evidently favourable at: 
the present time for those who are 
} combating abuses and privileges. ‘There 
a wave of democratism passing over 
he world, bubbling over on some shores 
in anarchism and socialism, but not 
exceeding in more well-ordered com- 
munities the limits that enlightened 
pradence would approve. ‘The theory 
that there are a few people who ought 
to govern and a mass that ought to be 
governed, and take gratefully what 
government it can get, is worn out, 
It lingers on in Russia, and the German 
Enoperor has something of it clinging to 
him ; but it is thin, aud will not long 
protect him against the popular blast, 
which if not roughly opposed, but 
managed and guided, may be trusted 
to bring good results, as it does in 
England. 

It is a very remarkable thing to find 
this wave of democratism affecting even 
our Government Offices, the homes of 
Dickens’ ‘lite Barnacles. ‘The spirit 
which Punch satirised years ago in the 
song with the refrain— 

“ My Lords are not aware— 
“And I have the honour to’be"— 


did not seem likely ever to die out of 
Whitehall and Downing Street; but 
not even the triple-guarded precincts 
of the Circumlocution Office are safe 
from the invasion of the democratic, any 
more than the influenza, microbe, Irre- 
gularities—from the official point of 
view—which would have made Ministers 
and their Chief Clerks of fifteen years 
ago rise up in horror are now not merely 
tolerated, but even eucouraged. Such 
a representation as that made recently 
by the Hongkong Chamber of Com- 
merce would at that time have been 
simply ignored, or at the best a sub- 
ordinate clerk would have been told 
to reply that any communications 
of the kind could only be received 
through the proper chatinel, the Chief 
Superintendent of ‘rade in China, 
Now the people, as represented by 
their Chambers of Commerce, insist on 
being heard; and it is being realised 
that it is of ten times more value to 
interest the leading Chambers at home 
in a cause, than to gét any other ad- 
voeate. We still followalsothe old round- 
about course of addressing the Foreign. 
Office through the Consul and the: 
Legation at Peking ; but we know that- 
our representation gets there with twice 
the speed and twice the force through: 
the Chambers of Commerce of the great 
commercial centtes at home, 
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‘The same democratisation is going on 
where it was perhaps to be less expected 
than anywhere, in our Crown Colonies. 
Our larger colonies have been given 
self-g0 vernment for a long time, but the 
smal'er oues have been kept under the 
thrimb of the Colonial Office, and when | 
P.on-officials were admitted to the deli- | 
berations of the Legislative Council, there 
was always a majority of officials ; and 
it was as much as the Governor's 
place was worth, for him to allow a 
government measure to be defeated, or a 
non-official proposal to be carried against 
his disapproval. Even the Colonial 
Office, that refuge for statesmen of 
mediocre ability but constitutional firm- 
ness, is beginning to show signs of 
yielding to the democratic wave, as the 
Foreign Office has done. ‘Che Daily 
Press of the 4th of March tells us = 

“A constitutional change has just 
been brought about in the Colony of 
British Honduras which ought to com- 
mand some attention in other Crown 
Colonies. Disputes having arisen with 
the Government, public meetings were 
held, a People's Committee was ap- 
pointed, and after two years’ persistent 
agitation the Government have been 
brought. to recognise the principle of 
au unofficial majority in the Legislative 
incil, Formerly the number of 
official aud unofficial members was the 
same, namely, five, and the Governor 
had a casting vote, so that the officials 
were always able to carry any measure 
sagainst the vote of the unofticials, but 
dy the recent change the number of 
the latter has been increased to si 
The trade of British Houduras does not 
amount to much more than half a million 
sterling per aunum and the population 
of the Golouy is ouly some 30,000, 
mostly negroes. If it is considered 
safe to coucede an nuofiicial inajority 
in the Legislative Council of such a 
evlony as British Honduras, wight not 
some change in the same direction be 
made in the case of the Eastern 
Crown Colonies—Ceylon, Singapore, and 
Hongkong?” 

Our public offices—strongholds of 
Conservatism, whatever may be the 
colour of the government of the day— 
are beginning to accept the democratic 
maxim that, even in Crown Colonies, | 
“the government exists for the people, 
not the people for the government.” 
Nor need there be any fear of the con- | 
sequences, for responsibility steadies and 
sobers every one on whom it is thrown. 
There is uo reason to fear that imperial | 
interests would be put on one side if) 
Hongkong were allowed an unofficial 
majority on its Legislative Council, 
while there is no question that the 
colony should be allowed to carry on its | 
‘own municipal government, as Shanghai | 
and other ports in China do. 

It may perhaps be argued that if the

COMPLAINT REGARDING THE QUALITY OF THE 

RICE SUPPLIED TO THE BANNER TROOPS 

AT PEKING. 

‘The Beit:1, I-mo, as Lieutenant-General 
of the Plain Blue Banner force, addresses 
a formal complaint direct to the Throne 
respecting the quality of the rice served 
out to his troops by the Granary ofticials 
for the last quarter of the year. On the 
Ath of January he proceeded in person, 
aceompanied by his Secretary, to the Pei- 
hsin Granary, and drew a ticket for the 
department of the building from which he 
and his men were to receive their allow- 
ance of rice, The Superintendents of the 
establishments furnished them withasample 
of the rice and it seemed fit for consumption, 
When the grain had, however, been actually 
drawn, it’ proved ‘to be all musty and 
mildewed and so full of dirt and grit as to 
be quite uneatable. The inspectors on 
being questioned on the subject stated that 
with the exception of the rice reserved for 
commutation silver payments, all the sup- 
ply was old rice of the quality issued on 
the present occasion. ‘The Censor charged 
with the surreillance of the granaries 
certified that the rice was untit fur human. 
consumption, and the iemorialist now 
begs to submit a sample of it for the 
inspection of the Emperor, together with 
the specimen first furnished to him by the 
granary official. Decree already published.

PUNISHMENT OF OFFICIALS FOR NEGLECT IN

Decree. We are in receipt of a memorial 
from Li Hung-ebang and K'ue 
nouneing, in pursuance of Iny 
struction, the District otticers responsible 
for the capture of Ch‘asyang ad oer 
towns. ‘The recent rising was first set on 
foot at Ch‘aoyang by marauders from Jého ; 
the department of P‘ingch'tian antl the 
district of Chiench‘ung encountered the 
brunt of the rebel movement, and the 
Mongol country suffered very severely. In 
addition to all this, the chapels of the 
Catholics were burnt and their converts 
murdered, The magistrates of the two 
departments in question were uniformly 
remiss and careless in the execution of 
their duty, with the result that the ci- 
minal element in the community yot an 
opportunity of inflaming the popular feel- 
ing and bringing about a grave catastroph 
Were the letter of the law touching official 
responsibility applied to their case, no 
merey could be extended to them. ‘The 
inquiry which has been instituted into the 
case Of the Ch'aoyang Magistrate, Liao 
‘Lun-ming, shows that although he did not, 
as was alleged, nuke his escape as soot as 
ed intelligence of the risin: 
he habitually neglected the interests 
the people and spent his time in ti 
pling and yerse-making. He had also 
on frequent occasions contracted loans 
from the wealthy people in his dis- 
trict and was deep embarrassed. 
depraved was he and so unworthy of publie 
trust. that when he was transferred from 
Chiihfeng to Chtawyang, the people of the 
former place tried to prevent him f 
leaving in his insolvent condition,

REFORMS IN THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 

YELLOW RIVER, 

‘The Director General of the Yellow River 
submits some additional reforms which he 
Proposes to introduce in continuation of 
those which he inaugurated some months 
ago. His previous proposals did wot go 
far cough, and he now intends to take 
the whole tesponsibility of the Ri 
trol into his own hands. The 
allotted for the maintenance of the River 
works is Tis. 600,000 a year, aud of this 
he dues not consider that more than Ts. 
480,000 need be expended in ordinary re- 
pairs, Last year the River Board” was 
assigned a sum of Tls. 120,000 to execute 
the work with which it was charged, and 
tthe end of the term there remained a 
balance of ‘Us. 60,000 which was used in 
the purchase of stones aud other mate 
If the present system is continued for a 
number of years, it is confidently pr 
dicted that” the ‘stability uf the works 
will yradually improve and the expend- 
iture thereon be gtuduatly reduced. Au 
alteration is likewise ty be amade in 
the system of rendering the accounts. 
At present they are forwarded by the 
River departments to the Taotai and 
passed on hy the latter to the Governor 
who tr its them to the Board. The 
Board offers little objecti the items 
is long as they conform precedents. 
The items are for the most part fictitious, 
and a sum of considerably over Ths. 20,000 
goes as peryuisites to the officials through 
whose hands. the s The 
Director General intimates his intention of 
having them made up hereafter in his 
own office, and expresses a hope that the 
Board will overlook any irregularity in 
consideration of the honesty of the items.

OUTBREAK IN TIE SoOCHOW GAOL. 

Hu-yung, Chao-yii and several other 
prisoners all under sentence of death and 
temporarily retained in the Soochow jail, 
whither they had been sent after trial in 
their respective districts, took it into their 
heads on the 14th of December to make an. 
attempt to regain their liberty. 

They had made arrangements to effect 
their escape on the evening of that day but 
one of their number, afraid of the conse- 
quences, divulged their intention to the 
warders, who were thus enabled to take 
measures to oppuse them. Certain of the 
gaolers went to inspect the irons of the 
prisoners, and found that they had been 
removed. and his fellows then 
know that their plans had been dis- 
covered and rushed for the kitchen, There 
they took the coals from the tire and set the 
woodwork and matting in Sames, hoping 
in the general confusion to make a dash 
for liberty. In this they were again 
disappointed, as they found the gaol 
surrounded ‘by troops brought up by 
the Prefect and the Provincial Judge who 
repaired to the scene immediately they 
heard of the intended outbreak, Hu- 
yess on seving that all was lost, rushed 

ck into the tames and perished there. 
After a short time the fire was extinguished, 
and all the prisoners secured. An enquiry 
was at once held when it was found that 
none of the galers had lent the prisoners 
any assistance. ‘The otticer in charge of 
the gaol however displayed carelessness in 
not taking measures to prevent the inmates 
having such intercourse with each other as 
would enable them tu concoct a plan of 
this sort, and he has accordingly been 
removed from his post. All those who 
took part in the attempt were at once 
excuted, and their heads exhibited as 
a warning to others. The case of ‘ang 
Shao-yii, the one who gave evidence against 
has fellow conspirators, is reserved for the 
consideration of the Board,

The Vicervy Li Hung-chang brings to 
the notice of the Emperor the services 
rendered by a Hanlin Compiler named 
Huang Ssii-yung, in connection with famine 
relief in the provinee of Chihli, ‘The me- 
morialist observes that during the summer 
before last a very large portion of Chihli 
suffered from destructive floods and. that 
the whole country in the vicinity of the 
capital was converted into an open espanse 
of sea, The people took refuge for the 
most part on the housetops or on trees, 
and their appeals for relief were of a most 
heartrending description, Huang Ssi-yung, 
who is a Senior Wrangler and was not front 
his position called upon to exert himself in 
the matter, at once threw himself into the 
work of relief with grext enthusiasm, pro- 
curing large supplies of food and engaging 
he services of expert. swimmers to rescue 
the sufferers. He collected subscriptions 
amounting ty Tis. 37,800 and saved the 
lives of about 10,000 peuple. For these 
services the Viceroy asks that he should be 
specially commended in an Imperial Edict 
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and the Emperor has been pleased to accede 
to the proposal. 
MURDER OF AN 
The Viceroy Li reports the following 
case. In the Wuch'iang district there 
lived a mason named Li-lin. He had 
an uncle named Li Lo-lsiang, whose wife 
was a won of the maide: name of 
When the Li family broke up into 
i the grandmother 
with Li Lo-hsiang, 
who received on this account 10 mee of 
ground mere than his share. Lidin bore 
a grudge in consequence and accused Li 
Lo-hsiang’s wife of being the promoter of 
mischief. Some time later Li-lin's mother 
had a quarrel with the woman Ma about 
the produce of some ground which they 
farmed in common. Li-lin is mother's 
pe in the quarrel aud rated his aunt for 
her meddlesumeness. ‘The result was that 
the nephew and the aunt never met with- 
out abusing each other. Li-lin being 
greatly incensed by his aunt's treatment 
letermined to have her life, and bit him- 
self one night in an outhouse with the view 
of carrying out the deed. The husband of 
his. victim was a watchman, aud a+ svon as 
he had started on his uightly rounds, Li- 
lin entered the apartment of his aunt’ and 
stabbed her while she was asleep. He was 
apprehended shortly afterwards and has 
been sentenced to death by the slow and 
lingering process fur enmpassing the'death 
of a person related to him within the

PINCH GOODS,—'he Tientsin steamers left, as was announced in my last, and without any hitch, on the morning of the 4th inst... 
twenty in all, the first boat, the s.s, Kowshing, arriving off Taku at 9.30 p.m. on the 6th inst. ‘The entrance to the Peiho, however, was 
blocked with ice and it was not until yesterday that two light draught boats were able to enter and cross the bar, a few of the lighters 
to undock, and some of the vessels to commence discharging. ‘There has, consequently, been no time to obtain’ any information with 
regard to the reception the goods have met and, pending news of that, operators here abstain from entering into further business 
; of importance. ‘The up river dealers appear to speculate on the course of this market after the results of the first Northern shipments 
are known, for they have also kept from buying during the last few days, making this about the dullest week we have hat this seas 
although former purchases are being cleared very freely. ‘Towards the close there are some slight indications of an improvement setting 
in, at all events in plain goods, but they are insufficiently pronounced as yet and require further development before being recorded. 
At auction there has been a tendency to weaker prices all around, for what reason it.is difficult to say, but no doubt is part of the 
policy to lower the market if reports from the North are not favourable. 
Last month’s export from Manchester is telegraphed as 50,000,000 yards of Plain Cottons and 1,000 bales Yarn each to Hongkong and 
Shanghai. The market continues to be without strength, Cotton has again declined to 34d., and both Piece Gooils and Yarns are a 
turn easier.
